when first it came from the lips of him who spake as mever man 
spake, and whose glory it was, aud ever has been, and ever will be, 


to bind up the broken heart, and visit with the beams of peace and of 


consolation the habitations of the miserable and the afilicted. 

But not only to the merely moral and virtuous, who are sinking 
under the weight of cares and sorrows, is the invilation of our Saviour 
appropriate. Lt is to those of us who are careless of moral as well as 
religious duties, those who are sinners in every sense of the term, 
that it comes with appropriate force, if not with healing effieaecy.—- 
Alas! how many of us are within the pale of this description!

While 
the minister is reading with a monotonous tone and cadence, a ser- 
mon, Which, perhaps, he h .d composed months or years before, with- 
out any regard to whatever peculiarities might be in the situation of 
his audience, most of them are employed, either in scrutinizing the 
appearance of their neighbours, or in meditating on the concerns near- 
est their hearts. A few, whose affections are in heaven, attend to 
the preacher ; and it is no doubt his duty to cheer them on their 
way, but is it not more important, to endcavour to add to their num- 
ber by arousing stupid sinners. On the ears of these, his words fall 
like the lulling sound ef distant waters. The man of avarice sits 
making arithmetical calculations, on the event of this or that specula- 
tion. The ambitious politician, is plotting to circumvent bis rival at 
the next election: While the youth, whose bold imagination would 
fit him to have the liveliest idea of heaven ; whose ardent feelings 
should be directed in the most fervent love to God—stealing impas- 
sioned glances at his mistress, adores no higher divinity, nor pictures 
a heaven lovelier than her smile. n these situations, while the 
heart is thus filled with the world, and not sensible of a void, I he- 
lieve it will be found, that the promises and invitations of the gospel 
seldom take effect. If a minister is made the instrument of convert- 
ing such, it is, when armed with the terrors of his God, he mounts 
the pulpit and thunders hell in their ears. 

‘* But the season when the clergyman has most to hope from his 
labours, is when he sows the heavenly seed, on ground which has 
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been ploughed by the hand of adversity, and matured by the tears of 
affliction. When the objects of our earthly dependence are taken 
from us, or while yeat leaning on them they are changed from props 
that support to spears that pierce our hearts—where, where shall we 
turn for consolation! Look we to other earthly objects ? they are 
uncertain as these! Minister of Christ! while the heart feels thus, 
be thou ever ready to point the suffering sinner to his pardoning God!

This is true—this is Christian philosophy: it is a philosophy ia 
which we must all, sooner or later, be instituted, and which, if you 
stediastly persist in seeking, I am sure will assist you to your manifest 
comfort and peace. ‘ 

‘There are sorrows, and there are misfortunes, which bow down the 
spirit beyond the aid ofall human comfort. Of these, I kuow, my dear 
Ben, you have had more than common experience! but while the cup 
of life does overflow with draughts of such extreme asperity, we ought 
to fortify ourselves against /esser evils, as unimportant to man, who 
has much heavier woes to expect, and to the Christian, whose joys 
are laid beyond the verge of mortal existence. There are afflictions, 
there are privations, where death, and hopes trrecoverably blasted, 
leave no prospect of retrieval; when I would no more say to the 
mourner, “* Man, wherefore weepest thou ?” than I would ask the 
winds why they blew, or the tempest why it raged. Sorrows like 
these are sacred: but the inferior troubles of partial separation, vexa- 
tious occupation, and opposing current of human affairs, are such as 
ought not, at least immoderataly, to affect a Christian; but rather 
ought to be contemplated as the necessary accidents of life, and dis- 
regarded while their pains are most sensibly felt. 

Do not think, I beseech you, my dear Ben, that I wish to represent 
your sorrows as light or trivial; I know they are not light; 1 know 
they are not trivial too: but 1 wish to induce you to sum up the man 
within you, and while those unhappy troubles, which you cannot al- 
leviate, must continue to torment you, I would exhort you to rise su- 
perior to the crosses of life, and shew yourself a genuine disciple of 
Jesus Christ, in the endurance of evil without repining, or unavaila- 
ble lamentations. 

Blest as you are with the good testimony of an approving con- 
science, and happy in an intimate communion with the all-pure, and

will entitle us to the continuance of his favour, who is the Author of every 
goodand perfect gift ; may we view it as a continued monitor to emulate the 
virtues and to follow the exainple of him, whose character implies every 
thing that is great. O let our hearts, and all that is within us, praise the Lord 
for bis goodness. 

Let the Soldier, when he views this Monumeut, remember, that America 
requires he should form h’s character upoo the model of Washington ; that 
he should combine bravery with prudence ; courage with humanity ; the ser- 
vice of his God with the service of his country.

at the shrine of ambition. 

To this Monument let the father lead his son, and tell him, that to be great 
he mast possess the virtues and the principles of him, to whose memory it is 
dedicated. 

Ou this Monument, O God, may we all look as a reproof of sin; and an en- 
couragemeut of virtue—as (he Ark of Independence—the model of patriotism 
—and the reward of greatness—and may it be happily instrumental in iuspir-

My Dear Sir—Your obliging favour of May 8ih and June Lith,

‘comes my duty, and a more gratifying duty was never devolyed 
xm me, to express the gratitude and admiration with which ihe com- 
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mittee and officers of our society have contemplated these new in- 
stances rare generosity in the conduct of your’s. The promptitude 
and liberality, with which you have redeemed the sacred treasure 
ilesigned for the Cape of Good Hope, and placed it again at the dis 
posal of the British and Foreign Biele Society, astonish while they 
delight us, and render it a task of no ordinary difficulty to express the 
sense we entertain of our obligations. Mr. ‘lara will have acquaint- 
ed you with the disposfiion, which our committee would recommend, 
with regard to the books iv qaestion ; and I have only to add the ex- 
pression of my earnest hope, that the conduct of the Massachusetts 
Bibie Society may succeed in convincing Christians of every name 
and natidn, that the wars, in which they may be unhappily involved, 
as subjecis of contending governments, cannot release them from 
those obligations by which they are vound to each other as subjects 
of the Prince of Peace, and members of the kingdom which is not of 
this world.

Boston, May 26, 1815. 
My Dear Sir—I have received two very grateful communications, 

one irom yourself and the o.her from the Rev. Mr. Owen, under the 
dates, respectively, of September 27 and October 4, 1814. Owing, 
however, to the embarrassments in the intercourse between the two 
countries, created by war, these letters did not reach me till March 
last. In the mean time, as from the long interval that had passed, we 
had begun to fear that wy letter of June last had miscarried, and as 
the right of recovery of the drawback on the re-exportation of the 
bibles taken in the Falcon would soon be lost by the lapse of time, it 
was thought best, that an application should be made to the governor 
of Nova-Scotia for permission to ship them to Halifax. A most grati- 
fying answer was returved to this request, and we were assured from Sir 
John Sherbroke, that every facility should be given for their adimnis- 
sion and preservation there, til! your disposition with regard to them 
should be made known. Your letter of the 27th September, which 
was soon after received, communicating the donation made to us by 
the British and Foreign Bible Society, seemed at first view to make 
all farther solicitude needless, as to the restoration of this sacred trea- 
sure. This mark of kindness and confidence on your part, was re- 
ceived on our’s with the liveliest sensibility; and our president was 
requested to take the pleasing office of expressing to your society the 
grateful feelings with which we are impressed. On a more full con- 
sideration of all the circumstances of the case, a doubt arose, whether 
we ought to avail ourselves of this act of liberality; and we have been 
jed to the conclusion, that the general cause of the diffusion of the 
Scriptures will be most effectually promoted by declining to accept 
your donation. 1 must beg your leave to state with some particular- 
ity, the reasons on which this opinion is founded.— We consider that 
the circumstances under which the donation was made by the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, are now essentially changed. ‘The dif- 
ficulty of restoring the bibles in the time of war. was doubtless among 
the reasons for thinking it best that they should be distributed in this 
country, rather than in that for which they were originally intended. 
This difficulty, we desire to bless God, now no longer exists. An- 
other consideration is, the number and value of the copies of tbe bible 
in the Dutch language. ‘here are, you will recollect, not less than 
five hundred copies of them, invoiced at 287/. 16s. For this costly 
part of the donation, there is comparatively a very small demand 
in thiscountry. The part of our population, who speak only the 
Dutch language, is now very small, and rapidly diminishing. ‘They 
are generally among the most opulent of all the settlers among us, 
and where any want exists, the different bible societies in New-York, 
New-Jersey aod Pennsylvania, we understand, find no difficulty in 
procuring bibles in Dutch, and on moderate terms. ‘There seems, 
therefore, to be no proportion between the value of these books in 
our hands, and that which they will have in your’s, to be sent to the 
Cape of Good Hope. A third and very powerful consideration is, 
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that a greater number of bibles will be distributed, if we are permitted 

to resiore (hem to you, than if they are retained. The duties, which 

we have every reason to hope our government will remit to us, on the 

re-exportation of these books, amount to more than 100/. sterling.— 

“his sun wiil enabie us to purchase at least an equal number of Eng- 

lish bibles and testaments, to thuse which we relinquish in decliging 

your offer; while, therefore, the whole ol this large invoice will be re- 

stored to you jor distrivution, the same number of English bibles will 

be circulated in our country, as if it were retained, and the general 
cause of the diffusion of the Scriptures will gain the whole amount of 
the duties thus saved. 1 am thus minute in stating the reasous, which 
influence us in this transaction, from an anxiety that our motives may 
not be misappreheuded. We should be very sorry to be supposed to 
wish merely (o reciprocate compliments with your society on 80 sa- 
cred a suiject as charity. It would grieve us too to be thought uv- 
willing to receive an -vbligation from an institution we respect so 
greatly. We esteem it an honour for any one on any proper occasion, 
to be the almoxer oi your bounty. But as our society, as well as 
your’s, is formed tor the great object of diffusing the kuowledge of the 
word of God, we feel bound simply to inquire how that object may be 
most effectually served. It has seemed to us, according to our best 
judgment, that more good would be done by restoring than by retain- 
ing the bibles, which you have offered to our acceptance. And if this 
paramount cousideration has derived strength from a desire, that our 
country may not bear the reproach of interrupting the charitable et- 
forts of your's, and an unwillingness that a single copy of the bible 
should be found among us, destined originally to relieve those who 
need it more than we do—such feelings, we hope, our fellow-christi- 
ans in Great-Britain will not think wholly unnatural or illaudible. I 
am instructed, therefore, to beg the committee of the British and Fo- 
reign Bible Society, to permit us to decline their friendly and liberal 
offer, and to indulge us with the pleasure of thinking, that these 
books are restored to their first destination. We send them to Liver- 
pool by this conveyance, consigned by our President, Lt. Gov. Phil- 
lips, to Lord Teignmouth; we have taken the liberty to give his 
lordship this trouble, in order that any doubts, which might arise at 
your custom-house, as to admitting them, might at once be removed. 
You ask me to inform you of the amount paid by our society for these 
bibles, in order to adjust your accounts with the insurers. 1 neglect- 
ed to inform you on the subject in my letter of June last, because as a 
regular sale was made, it was thought here, that there was a total loss 
on the part of the underwriters. The circumstance that the bibles 
were subsequently restored to you, seemed to be an affair between 
your society and ours, in which they were not interested. In answer 
to your question, however, | have the satisfaction to say, that except- 
ing the duties upon them, these books have cost us nothing. The sum 
originally paid for them, was less than 501. sterling, and this has been 
generously relinquished to us by Messrs. George Crowinshield & 
Sons, the owners of the privateer.
